The Church of Scientology 
has filed a $3 million malicious 
libel suit against the Board of 
Trustees, CSUS Associated 
Students, and three student 
writers for articles published 
in the State Hornet and Under- 
current. 

Although the suit has been 
filed at the Sacramento 
County Court, Larry Bliss, As- 
sociated Students manager, 
hasnot yet been served notice. 

Patrick Bogdovinac, Bruce 
Dravis and Don Croom, CSUS 
students and former students, 
were described by the suit as 
co-conspirators in making 
false and malicious 
statements. 

The plaintiffs claimed the 
articles intended to make the 
public believe that Scien- 
tology was not a religious 
organization but a commer- 
cial business intending (quot- 
ing one of the Hornet articles) , 
‘‘to rip you off.”’ 


Pultroon’s blazing intellect: 
‘| think its wood, pine maybe 
| prefer oak, but burnished 
maple is nice.” 

J. Pretzel Pultroon 
elucidated upon the things he 
would do if elected. ‘‘I'd like to 
see little ash trays on the end 
of sticks stuck into the ground 
so that the students don’t spill 
their ashes on the grass. I'd 
also push heavily for a three- 
day school week. But most of 
all I'd like to change the CSUS 
mascot from a hornet to a bob- 
cat. I like tufted ears.” 


Ending the conference, 
Pultroon commented, ‘‘When 
the students of CSUS look at 
my record and take note of the 
things I would do if elected, I 
know they'll write my name in 
on the ballot. Just remember 
that write-in candidates aren't 
dead,”’ he ribbed, ‘‘they just 
smell funny.”’ 


files suit 


Scientology, which has 
been involved in a number of 
court cases, outlined five 
eauses of action in the suit. 
Two were for articles 
published in the Hornet Sept. 
20 and Nov. 3, 1974. After both, 
Scientology asked the Hornet 
for a retraction but none was 
published. 


A third cause of action was 
for a series of Hornet articles 
printed March 26 through Ap- 
ril 2, 1974. A fourth cause was 
for an article in the May, 1974 
Undercurrent, entitled 
‘Science Fiction Gone Mad.”’ 
Finally, all defendents were 
cited for distributing these ar- 
ticles to the public. 

“The effects of Defendents’ 
activities,"’ claimed the suit, 
“‘was to cast a pall over a 
constitutionally protected ac- 
tivity’’ of practicing the 
religion of their choice. 

All three types of damages 
possible for a libel were 
demanded in the suit, in-

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Trustees support Bond

The California State 
University and Colleges 
Board of Trustees voted con- 
tinued support for CSUS 
President James G. Bond dur- 
ing a closed session last Tues- 
day 

Support for Bond by the 
trustees was viewed as a res- 
ponse to a faculty referendum 
at CSUS that ended March 21 

The referendum, believed 
to be unprecedented at CSUS, 
showed that faculty, by a vote 
of 394 to 266, do not support 
Bond's administrative actions 
and policies. 

A statement read at the 
open board meeting by 
Trustee Koy T. Brophy of Sac- 
ramento said, in part, that 
“upon his appointment, he 
(Bond) encountered a campus 
on which issues of faculty 
governance had long 
remained unresolved. 

Since his appointment, he 
has dealt with these issues 
with fairness and firmness 
and in the conviction that the 
Sacramento community must 
have a university of highest 
academic quality and _ pur- 
pose.” 

Brophy said the statement 
was adopted unanimously. 
with one trustee abstaining 

Governor Edmund G. 
Brown, who attended the open 
meeting in Los Angeles, ques- 
tioned the trustees on whether 
students and faculty members 
had been consulted before a 
position was taken. When he 


was told they had not, he asked 
for specific reasons why they 
hadn t. The trustees said that 
the issues pertaining to the 
referendum had been brought 
before the board 

Shortly after the results 
were announced, they Faculty 
Senate requested to meet with 
Bond and discuss the issues 

Last week Bond said his 
decisions were made after 
very careful consideration 
and he saw no need to meet 
with the faculty. “We've 
already discussed it 
previously,’ he said, ‘‘and if 
that’s all they want to talk 
about, there's no reason for us 


to sit down.” 

Also the CSUS Advisory 
Board, in a_= statement 
released on March 21, 
commended Bond for the 
“outstanding leadership’’ he 
has demonstrated since 
becoming president in 1972 


The Advisory Board, made 
up of community leaders and 
businessmen, said it has ‘‘full 
support for the policies and ob- 
Jectives that (Bond) has pur- 
sued.’ 

Bond is presently on tour of 
mainland China for three 
weeks and isn't scheduled to 
return until April 22. 


$1000 for arrest of vandals 


A $1,000 reward for in- 
formation leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the in- 
dividuals who were res- 
ponsible for turning on five 
fire hoses flooding the CSUS 
psychology building on Feb. 23 
was pledged last week by the 
Sacramento’ Bee's __ secret 
witness ~rogram. 

Total damage to the build- 
ing still isn't known, but John 
Cox, associate vice president 
for administration, said he es- 
timates the damage now 
between $10,000 and $100,000. 

Acoustical ceiling _ tile, 


carpets, floor tile, the 
buildings’ elevator system 
and expensive’ electronic 


equipment received the most 
extensive damage 


The reward has been 
offered at the request of the 
CSUS Alumni Association and 
the Associated Students. Both 
parties had previously offered 
individual $100 rewards. 

Robert W. Allen, an at- 
torney and president of the 
alumni association, said: ‘‘It 
is essential that the perpet- 
rators be caught and brought 
to justice.” 

The secret witness 
program is co sponsored by 
the Northern California 
Grocers Association, the San

$3.5 million classroom building approved 


The preliminary drawings 
for a new $3.5 million clas- 
sroom/office building to be 
situated on the south side of 
campus have been approved 
by the California State Univer- 
sity and Colleges’ Board of 
Trustees, according to John 
Cox, associate vice president 
of planning and management 
systems. 

The three-story building, 
which will house the School of 
Business and Public Ad- 
ministration and the 
Department of Economics, 
will now go to working 
drawings. Cox said a dec 
regarding the financin, of 
future capital construction 'n 
the CSUC system will deter 
mine when actual construc- 
tion of the building will begin. 

The new classroom-office 
structure has been designed 
by the Sacramento ar- 
chitectur rm of Nacht and 
Lewis. The design features a 
long, three-story building that 
will enclose a landscaped, cen- 
tral courtyard. 

A separate structure at- 
tached by roofline to the main 
building will house a pair of 


large classrooms, each seat- 
ing more than 130 students. 
The largest rooms used stric- 
tly as classrooms on campus, 
they will feature tiered seat- 
ing and a large audiovisual 
facility located between them. 
Each of the classrooms may 
be divided by movable par- 
titions to provide two half-size 
classrooms. 

The main structure will 
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contain 17 additional clas- 
srooms and 210 faculty offices 
and departmental suites. 


The structure will be 
located directly south of the 
present Psychology Building. 
It is the first of four classroom 
buildings included in the CSUS 
Campus Master Plan for 
future development to be ap- 
proved.

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Faculty wants voice

Part of the continuing con- 
troversy between President 
James Bond and the CSUS 
faculty is the question of the 
extent and nature of con- 
sultation with faculty in key 
decision-making. 

None of the faculty would 
assert that Bond does not have 
the right to make his own 
decisions, for as he says, ‘‘I 
am the one that’s responsible 
for this university.” 

What they question is a 
more central problem — that 
of their right as constituents to 
some form of influential input 

Here again, Bond has every 
right to act in this manner — to 
further what he believes is in 
the university's and his own 
best interests. As far as 
ultimate responsibility to the 
Chancellor and the trustees is 
concerned, Bond is assured of 
a quasi-local rule of sorts. 

But if one accepts this 
aforementioned point as fact, 
and one must — specially 
Bond, then how can anyone 
else's role (i.e., faculty and 
students) in the decision-mak- 
ing process be termed as 
effective. beneficial, or 
meaningful input? 

In any given situation, 
depending upon the rules of 
law and the individuals in- 
volved, Bond has two choices. 

He can either make his own 
decisions, which he has the 
power to do in almost all 
Situations, based on whatever 
standards he may or may not 
have, or he can let certain 
constituent bodies (i.e., the 
student senate, faculty senate, 
and staff council committees 
or a mixture of all these and 
other sources), do the work 
through a given charge, and 
then come up with specific 
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recommendations. 

However, what Bond has 
done in far too many cases is to 
attempt to do both — that is, 
make his own decision by im- 
posing his will through in- 
fluence, flattery, appointing 
committees and using that as 
part of the criteria for making 
his decisions. 

The danger with this ironic 
manipulation is a rather ob- 
vious one — it may backfire. 

At least in one case lately, it 
has 

For instance, Bond thought 
that by choosing a competent, 
dedicated, informed and 
interested consultative com- 
mittee as widely diversified as 
possible, it would make his 
decision on who to choose as 
new academic vice president 
easier, even though he knew 
he would make the final 
decision based on what 
qualities and/or qualifications 
he thought were most im- 
portant for the job. 

You see. Bond realizes that 
strong leadership can be and 
is in his administration, 
equated with simple 
authoritarianism. Therefore, 
he must seize on every op- 
portunity, such as this case, to 
try to seek, although not 
necessarily use, input. 


Thus when many un- 
favorable decisions are made 
by Bond out of a seemingly in- 
nocent background of faculty 
consultation, the faculty 
become very upset and frus- 
trated. They charge that such 
decisions are insensitive and 
unresponsive, arbitrary and 
capracious, and a mockery of 
the whole consultative 
process. 

What we have then, in 
essense, is a president who 
says he is not afraid to make 
tough decisions yet tries, 
almost invariably, to give a 
specific committee as much 
feeling of responsibility with 
as little actual responsibility 
us possible 

Bond thinks this process 
strengthens his decisions. It 
doesn't. 

Nothing, not even out-and- 
out authoritarianism, is as 
bad as the subtle misrepresen- 
tation and manipulation tak- 
ing place here. 

But maybe that’s what 
managing an institution and 
its constituents is all about.
